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From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

I  recently  commemorated  the  fifth 
yahrzeit  for  my  late  father.  His  life 
was  so  fascinating  that  I  like — 
from  time  to  time — to  reflect  on 
certain  aspects  of  his  career. 

His  activities  in  the  Royal  Navy,  his 
Zionist  work  and  his  attempts  to 
organize  a  boycott  of  Germany  in  the 
1930’s  elicited  a  furious  response 

from  the  Nazis. 
Some  years  ago, 
the  London 
Jewish  Chronicle 
published  a 
black  list, 
which  the 
Gestapo  had 
compiled,  of 
people  marked 
for  liquidation 
when  the  Nazis  made  what  they 
expected  would  be  their  successful 
invasion  of  Britain.  This  list 
contained  some  2,000  people  and 
included  over  150  Jewish  names.  The 
discovery  of  the  documents  in 
September  1945  luckily  caused  much 
amusement  among  the  survivors  who 
thereupon  organized  a  dinner  to 
celebrate. 

My  father’s  name  is  there  in  this 
roll  of  honor:  “F.  Ashe  Lincoln.”  He 
often  told  me  that  since  he  was  in  the 
Royal  Navy  he  probably  would  not 
have  been  available  to  the  Gestapo 
since  the  British  Navy  were  being 
instructed  to  sail  to  Canada  should 
Britain  fall.  Naturally,  Jews  did  not 
have  to  be  on  any  special  list  to  be 
murdered.  My  mother,  sister  and  1 
would  not  have  had  to  be  specially 
chosen.  When  I  visited  Auschwitz 
some  years  ago,  I  was  horrified  to  see 
a  number  350,000  of  Jews  in  the 
United  Kingdom  who  were  expected. 

My  father  begged  my  mother  to  go 
to  the  United  States  or  Jamaica  where 


her  parents  had  gone.  My  mother 
refused  to  move  -  we  were  very 
fortunate.  Indeed,  more  fortunate 
than  our  next  door  neighbors  who 
were  killed  in  a  bombing  raid. 

Thank  G-d  my  father  lived  for 


nearly  91  years  and  continued  his 
work  as  a  lawyer  and  tireless 
campaigner  for  Israel  and  World 
Jewry.

Congregational  School

Many  of  our  parents,  especially 
those  of  our  older  students, 
tell  me  how  much  their 
children  feel  welcome  and  at 
home  in  our  synagogue.  The 
children  have  been  coming 
here,  once,  then  twice,  then  later  three 
times  a  week  for  years.  The  efforts  of 
the  Education  Department  have  been 
aimed  primarily  at  making  all  our 
members,  from  our  toddlers  through 
our  eldest  members,  feel  comfortable 
and  welcome  not  only  in  our  shut 
community,  but  in  the  wider 
community  of  Jewish  learners,  as  well. 

Already  in  Gan  (Kindergarten),  the 
youngest  students  in  our  school  learn 
about  the  importance  of  making  people 
feel  welcome.  They  learn  the  story, 
“Abraham  Receives  Guests,”  an  age- 
appropriate  way  of  learning  Genesis 
18:1-15.  In  this  text,  Abraham,  who  is 
recovering  from  performing  the 
covenant  of  circumcision,  is  quick  to 
welcome  three  strangers  who  appear  in 
front  of  his  tent.  He  treats  them  with 
honor  and  respect,  attending  in  an 
exemplary  way  to  their  feeding  and 
comfort.  Indeed,  hospitality  is  one  of 
the  first  mitzvot  we  learn  from  the 
Torah.  The  Talmud  says  that, 
“Hospitality  is  a  great  mitzvah.  It  is 
considered  more  important  to  show 
hospitality  than  to  attend  classes  or  to 
greet  God  in  prayer.”  (Shabbat  127 a) 
Similarly,  the  Talmud  teaches  that  it  is 
important  for  us  to  welcome  teachers 
(“disciples  of  the  wise”)  into  our 
homes.  (Berachot  63b) 

For  the  sake  of  our  kehillah,  our 
synagogue  community,  we  must  make 
every  effort  to  make  our  fellow 
members  feel  welcome  not  only  in  the 
P.A.S.  building,  but  also  in  our  homes. 
Consider  inviting  your  child’s  friends 
and  classmates  and  their  families  for  a 


meal  in  your  home.  Let  us  know  that 
you  would  be  willing  to  put  up  a  shomer 
Shabbat  (Sabbath  observant)  teacher,  or 
a  guest  speaker  or  scholar-in-residence. 
Your  family’s  level  of  observance  should 
not  be  a  factor  -  the  synagogue  can  help 
you  make  sure  that  your  guests  will  feel 
comfortable  in  your  home.  Extending 
such  an  invitation  is  a  way  to  do  the 
double  mitzvah  of  showing  hospitality 
and  building  our  community.  If  you  are 
interested  in  extending  home 
hospitality,  please  call  the  Education 
Office  at  extension  130.
